Bradford (Store Fixture

sq. ft. addition to its plant 


on Reagens Industrial Parkway. 

To support economic development, 
Bradford West Gwillimbury 
Council approved a Community 
Improvement Plan for the Town’s 
Employment Areas - Reagens 
Industrial Park, Artesian Industrial, 
and an area along Dissette St. 

The Official Plan Amendment, 
designating CIP areas, provided the 
Town with a “toolbox” of incentives, 
from grants to offset Development 
Charges, to tax deferrals - and it is 
those incentives that led Array to 
move forward with its plans. 

Would Array have broken ground 
without the incentives? “Absolutely 
not,” said Ken Simpson, President 


of Array Bradford. “We were renting 
in Barrie. We would have continued 
renting in Barrie -100%." 

Array produces custom showcases 
for companies that include Gucci, 
Yves Saint Laurent, Chanel and other 
internationally-known cosmetics 
firms, in locales around the world. 
The Bradford plant employs 80 
workers and works closely with local 
high schools to offer apprenticeship 
and co-op programs. 

As a global company, Simpson 
said. Array "has to be competitive 
globally... Manufacturing has taken a 
kick in the teeth,” in recent years. 

The addition will mean additional 
job opportunities locally, once it 


opens by the end of the year. 

Staff attended the sod-tuming, 
joining Simpson, Mayor Doug 
White and members of Council, and 
Manager of Economic Development 
Michael Disano, for speeches, a 
photo, and a slice of cake. 

“Truly, we’re standing here today, 
because of the initiative... Credit 
goes to the Councillors, led by Mayor 
White to get this stimulus going,” said 
Simpson. 

“You can’t just say you’re pro 
development. You have to put it 
into practice,” Mayor White said, 
praising Array as a global competitor 
that has continued “to evolve, from

that yesterday (May 29) MP Peter Van Loan 
voted against Canadian veterans by opposing 
motion M-422, which called on the federal 
government to fix The Last Post Fund. 

The Last Post Fund is supposed to ensure that 
no veteran goes without a dignified funeral and 
burial because of lack of financial means - yet 
too many veterans in need are being excluded. 
Veterans applying for assistance have faced 
staggering rejection rates of over 66% and all 
but a few veterans who served since the Korean 
War do not even qualify. 

That is no way to treat the courageous men 
and women who have fought and sacrificed so 


much for our country. 

While Budget 2013 did increase the funding 
for funerals under the Last Post Fund, it did 
nothing to fix its outdated criteria. No more 
veterans will qualify, despite the increase in 
funding for a funeral. 

Motion M-422 called on the government to 
accept the recommendations of the Royal 
Canadian Legion, successive Veterans’ 
Ombudsmen, and their own officials. This is 
not a partisan issue. It is something that all 
members, regardless of party affiliation should 
have been able to support.

The Town of Bradford West Gwillimbury (the Town), through their consultant MTE Consultants Inc., has 
completed a Municipal Class Environmental Assessment (Class EA) to develop functional alternatives 
for the urbanization of & h Line and Walker Avenue in the south end of Town consistent with the Town’s 
published design criteria for road improvements. The project was initiated due to pending development 
(Green Valley Community and OPA 15/16) prompting the need for new sanitary and water servicing 
infrastructure along these roads. As a result, the Town has reviewed the urbanization of the existing two 
lane rural cross-section along 6th Line from Simcoe Road to Walker Avenue and Walker Avenue from 
6th Line to Morris Road. Urbanization will include new curb, sidewalk, street lighting and storm drainage 
improvements. The total length of road being considered for urbanization is approximately 900m. 

The Class EA was conducted as a 
Schedule ‘A+’ project in accordance 
with the Municipal Engineers 
Association (MEA) Municipal 
Class Environmental Assessment 
(as amended 2007) under the 
Environmental Assessment Act. The 
Class EA process included public 
and review agency consultation, 
an evaluation of alternatives, 
an assessment of the impacts 
of the proposed improvements 
and identification of measures to 
mitigate any adverse impacts. 

As part of this Study, a Public 
Information Centre (PIC) was held 
on April 11, 2013 at Bradford 
Public Library to present the 
preferred alternative to the public. 

Representatives from the Town and 
the Consultant were present at the 
PICtoanswerquestionsanddiscuss 
the proposed improvements and 
the impacts to the existing right- 
of-way. Following a 30 Day review 
period no additional comments 
were received and the proposed

Drumhead Service at the Legion

no way for soldiers to attend church, 
to worship and pray.

Drumhead Services are still held, 
as a salute to those who fought on 
batdefields around the world, and 
made the ultimate sacrifice. District 
E of the Royal Canadian Legion holds 
an annual Drumhead Service in June, 
at a different Legion branch each 

This year, the Service was held June 
2 at the Bradford Legion, Orville 
Hand Branch 521 - and it was an 
event that had special meaning for 
Mike Giovanetti. 

Giovanetti, Past President of the 
Bradford Legion, is the newly- 
elected District E Commander, and 
the Drumhead Service was his first 
official event. "It's an honour to be 
here,” he said. “I’m happy to be back 
at my Branch." 

Legionnaires and Veterans stood 
on parade, as a Colour Party with 
representation from District E 
Legions marched down Back St. The 
drums, set in front of the Cenotaph, 
were draped with flags, as an Honour 
Guard of Sea Cadets stood by. There 
was a minute of silence, to remember 
the fallen, before Piper Mike Robb 
played The Lament. 

Padre Dan Graves preached a 
sermon in memory of those who 
laid down their lives “in the spirit 
of unselfish service,” and read 
from Matthew 5:9, before District 
Commander Giovanetti laid a special 
wreath at the cenotaph, made by the 
Bradford Board of Trade from yellow 
ribbons, in memory of Sapper Brian 
Collier.
